Alberta will carrya £10.4 billion 
deficit this fiscal year, breaking 
the debt limit the Nl>P govern¬ 
ment imposed on itself just sis 
months ago — and the red ink 
is forecast to remain until 2024. 

Finance Minister Joe Geri pre¬ 
sented the budget in the legisla¬ 


ture Thursday, which forecasts 
Alberta's total debt and liabilities 
to rise to S57.6 billion by 2019. 

At the crux of the budget is 
the price of oil, at its lowest mark 
in four decades. Revenues from 
oil are projected to hit just 5989 
million in 2016-2017„ roughly 
£5 percent lower than just two 
years ago. 

The government is projecting 
oil will average £42 perbanel in 
2016, but has prepared itself for 


£32 per barrel, 
setting aside 
£700 million 
fora worst-case 
scenario. 

The $57.6 
billion in debt 
is 15.5 percent of 
the province's gross domestic 
product, exceeding the 15-per- 
cent Limit the government made 
law last 611. 

“We're in a different situa¬ 



tion than 
we were six months 
ago," said Ceci, explaining new 
legislation would be introduced 
to remove the cap. 

Ceci said he's not prepared to 
slash programs to get out of the 


deficit faster. 

“To balance 
sooner would re¬ 
quire that we undertake 
brutal cuts to health and 
education.” he said. "We will not 
make the choice of balancing our 
books and reducing our debt on 
the backs of Albertans." 

Wildrase finance critic Derek 
Fildebrandt conceded the col¬ 
lapse in oil prices w;is a real prob¬ 
lem for the province, but said the 


government isn’t even trying. 

“It's a challenging situation for 
any party to handle, the problem 
is they httve no plan whatsoever 
and they are making the problem 
worse,“ he said. 

He said there are ways to trim 
that don't involve slashing front¬ 
line programs. 

“'There is no appetite, what¬ 
soever, horn the government to 
even move in the right direction 
to balance the budget.”

Metro readership hits 
159,000 in Edmonton 


Metro is on the cusp of becom¬ 
ing Edmonton's second-mast 
read daily newspaper. 

A new readership survey' re¬ 
leased by Vividata an Thursday 
shows that Metro is in a virtual 
tie for second place for daily read- 
ers in Edmonton, with 159,000 
weekday newspaper readers 
versus 160.000 for the Edmon¬ 
ton Sun. 

Both papers trail the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal at 254,000 daily read¬ 
er's. Across the country, it's much 
the same story. Metro is the 
most-read newspaper in Canada 
every' Monday to Eriday, accord¬ 
ing to the Vividata survey.

Dorian Wandzura, who in recent 
years was in charge of high pro¬ 
file projects like the long-delayed 
Metro LKf line, is leaving his jab. 

According to city spokes¬ 
person Lori Vanish, the decision 
was mutual. 

"He and (city manager] Linda 
Cochrane came to a decision that 
he will be leaving down the road, 
but not for a few weeks." she said. 

Yanish said the final decision 
was made Thursday but it was 
something they'd been talking 
about for awffiile. She couldn't 


confirm whether it was in con¬ 
nection with the troubled LRT 
line, which is still running at 
reduced speed. 

“My impression (is! it was a 
range of things, 1 don't think 
it was any one thing,” she said. 

Wandzura took over the 
transportation department in 
September 2013 after construc¬ 
tion on the Metro Li ne was well 
underway. 

While there, he oversaw every¬ 
thing from transit to roads and 
bike infrastructure for the city. 


T hat included other troubled 
projects, like the Waiterdale and 
the 102 Avenue bridges. 

The department was recently 
reorganized, with various sec¬ 
tions moving to other deport¬ 
ments, leaving Wandzura in 
charge of city operations. 

Wandzura was previously the 
deputy city manager in Kegina. 
He is described on the city's web¬ 
site as a “professional engineer 
with a strong background in 
leading large, complex organ¬ 
izations.”

Albertans now know how much 
they can expect to pay for the 
government's carbon levy and 
what they can hope to get kick. 

Filling up at the pump wilt 
cost an additional 4.49 cents per 
litre in January 2017 and fi.73 
cents per litre in 20 IS when 
the tax is fully implemented. 

Natural gas will cost an addi¬ 
tional 51.517 per gigajoule 
when the lax is fully imple¬ 
mented adding to the cost of 
home heating for most Alber¬ 
tans. The numbers are equiva- 
ient to a S20 per tonne levy in 
2017 and a 530 levy in 2016. 

Environment Minister Shan¬ 
non Phillips said the tax would 
help bend the curve on car¬ 
bon emissions, hut couldn't say 
exactly how much it's expected 
to reduce Alberta's emissions.

to reduce their carbon emis¬ 
sions. We know this from car¬ 
bon pricing initiatives in other 
jurisdictions," she said. 

The tax will come with a re¬ 
bate to offset its impact on low- 
and middle-income families. 

Single adults that make less 
than 547.250 will receive 5200 
per year in a rebate in 2017 and 
couples will receive £300 along 
with a 5 30 credit per child. That 
number wiU rise with the levy 
in 20 IS. with single adults being 
eligible for £300 and couples 
(earning less than S95.000 total) 
getting 5450. 

That full rebate will apply 
to about 60 per cent of Alber¬ 
tans and will phase out based 
on income. 

Over the next five years, the 
government expects to raise 
59.fi billion, which in addition 
to the rebates, will pay for a 
small business tax cut, invest¬ 
ments in renewable energy pro¬ 
jects, green infrastructure like 
public transit and a new Energy 
Efficiency Agency. 

Phillips said the govern¬ 
ment will work on the details 
of specific projects and initia¬ 
tives for the money in the year 
ahead. 

“We have given ourselves 
time to hear thoughtfully from 
municipalities and partners and 
then make the investments that 
best serve them."

Health and education remain 
unscathed by major cuts

Despite the spectacular col¬ 
lapse in the price of oil and 
the loss of a glut of revenues 
the province used to count on, 
the Alberta government has 
spared the province's biggest 
departments from major cuts. 

The health budget will grow 
by three per cent next year to 
just more than $20 billion, the 
education budget will grow by 
1.3 per cent to 7.9 billion and 
the province post-secondary 
institutions will receive £5.9 
billion. 

Health Minister Sarah 
Hoffman said the govern¬ 
ment was moving to control 
growth in spending, but also 
wanted to ensure the sendees 
Albertans need are there for 
them. 

“We have a government that 
is moving forward in a very 
reasoned, measured and stable 
approach," she said.

Eggen said it would be ir¬ 
responsible to abandon core 
responsibilities in an economic 
downturn. 

“We need to educate our 
growing population of children 
regardless of what the price of 
energy is," he said. 

The previous Progressive 
Conservative government 
moved to restrain spending 
in its final budget in the afore¬ 
mentioned departments, but 
that budget was never passed 
after they lost the election. 


Edmonton Public School 
Board Chair Michael janz de¬ 
scribed the budget as the best 
he had seen in his time as a 
trustee. 

“The fact we are seeing 
new money for teacher's, new 
money for schools, no cuts to 
education, this is as positive 
as we could have hoped for," 
he said. 

janz said knowing the board 
will be funded for enrolment 
growth is immensely import¬ 
ant. 

“W r e have been asking or 
years for predictable sustain¬ 
able funding." 

University of Alberta 
President David Turpin, whose 
institution will receive a two- 
per-cent funding increase this 
year, said it will help them 
ride out the volatile economy 
in the province. 

“The two per cent is going 
to be a Tea! help in dealing 
with some of those pressures. 
£o. what the government has 
done is made a decision to in¬ 
vest in university education 
and research.'’ he said.

Back to work the

The government hopes to use 
new tax credits and capital 
spending to get a lot of Alber¬ 
tans back to work. 

Finance Minister Joe Ceci 
introduced his budget — 
which he named the Alberta 
jobs Plan — and said the 
government hopes to create 
100.000 private sector jobs to 
help Alberta out of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Ceci offered few details on 
the credits, but they included 
£90 million spread over two 
years as an investor tax credit 
for people investing in small 
and medium sized enterprises 
and a £75 million credit For 
equipment purchases. 

The government is also 


lowering the small business 
tax from three per cent to two 
per cent, which it hopes will 
boos t business profi tability. 

Economic Developmen t and 
Trade Minister Deron Bilous 
said the NDP heard from busi¬ 
nesses that these measures 
would help. 

“We consulted with many 
different Albertans that said, 
especially right now, ‘We need 
access to capital, We need the 
dollars, let's look at a way to 
encourage those investments 
in the province."" he said. 

Bilous said combined tvith 
investments in startup incuba¬ 
tors and other measures the 
government is investing 3250 
million over two years in job 
creation. “We‘re looking at 
proriding and setting the right 
conditions so the economy will 
grow and diversify, 1 " he said. 

Bilous said the $34.S bil¬ 
lion in capital spending the 
government has planned over 
the next five years will also 
boost jobs. 


A controversial job program 
the government announced 
during last year's budget has 
been axed. That program would 
have provided grants to com¬ 
panies that hire to cover new 
employees salaries. 

Amber Ruddy, director of 
provincial affairs with the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Independ¬ 
ent Business, said the credits 
and tax cut were welcome, but 
come as the province is im¬ 
posing a new tax on business. 

“if you're not making a prof¬ 
it, this is not going to benefit 
you and you're still getting hit 
with the carbon tax," she said. 

“We need a plan to get back 
to balance," she added. “This 
can't be an ongoing thing with¬ 
out specifics on how we are 
turning it around. Today s debt 
and deficits are tomorrow's 
taxes." 

Wildrose finance critic 
Derek Fildebrandt said the gov¬ 
ernment’s 100.000-job figure 
is picked out of thin air.

Liven a few months ago the last 
thing Jerry Write thonght he'd 
be pushing for was mandatory 
vaccination. 

But that was before Jerry's 
young son. Liam — who has 
a rare form of 
brain cancer 
— was exposed 
to measles in 
an Edmonton 
emergency 
room. 

It was also 
before the tod¬ 
dler was quar¬ 
antined for three weeks and 
'before Jerry realized that some 
people don't believe in vac¬ 
cination, which once meant 
measles were almost elimin¬ 
ated. 

“Science has proven it over 
and over again,* Jerry said. 
““There needs to be some re¬ 
percussion for choice.'" 

Jerry, who lives with his 
family in Fort MtMurray, has 


started a petition to make vac¬ 
cine s mandatory in Canada. 
As of Thursday it has over 800 
signatures. 

While Liam, who was too 
young to be immunized, didn't 
contract measles, Jerry said the 
three weeks spent ,L on pins 
and needles" waiting to make 
sure he didn't have it was a bu¬ 
rden his already-taxed family 
didn’t need. 

As Liam's tumour was dis¬ 
covered last November, he's 
already spent enough time in 
and out of hospital, Jerry said. 

“Every day he starts to hate 
the hospital more," he said. 

Now. Jerry wants to make 
sure other kids aren’t put at 
risk the way his 
son was. 

He points to 
provinces like 
Ontario, Mani¬ 
toba and New 
Brunswick 
where kids have 
to have certain 
immunizations 
in order to attend school — 
though exemptions are pos¬ 
sible. 

“The people who choose to 
not vaccinate have other be¬ 
liefs and values," Jerry writes 
in the petition. “I can rest as¬ 
sured that life in itself is hit 
more important than any other 
belief that one may have in 
making a choice to vaccinate 
or not vaccinate.*

Man jailed over CTrain ticket speaks out

Shacked at the ankles, Kevin 
Weaver felt he was being treat¬ 
ed like a murderer, not like 
someone who foigot to pay his 
CTrain ticket. 

Weaver, who's a client at the 
Drop-In and Rehab Centre, said 
he’s pleased with the govern¬ 
ment's newly tabled Bill 9 — the 
Act tn Modernize Enforcement 


of Provincial Offences — which 
would terminate warrants and 
imprisonment for minor in¬ 
fractions. 

Six days in jail for failing to 
pay for his train ticket, he said, 
was a waste of time. 

“it was stupid," he said. “Po¬ 
lice could' ve had the more bad 
.guys in there instead of me." 

Weaver recalled he was re¬ 
newing his driver’s licence 
when it was determined he 
had a warrant out for his arrest. 

“I had forgotten all about 


it (the ticket)," he sEiid. “The 
next thing I know, here 1 am 
— handcuffs, leg irons and I'm 
being hauled off to Spy Hill I the 
Calgary Remand Centre}" 

On Wednesday, Justice Minis¬ 
ter and Solicitor General Kath¬ 
leen Ganley said ELbout 2,000 
people are Jailed annually for 
minor offences, spending nearly 
three days in jail at a cost of 
S8Q0,25Q in total. 

Calgary Police Service spokes¬ 
man Kevin Brookwell said the 
legislation will in essence help 


decriminalize the poor. 

Bill 9 will let vehicle regis¬ 
tries use restrictions to enforce 
overdue fines for things like 
bylaw infractions, as long as 
the infraction is SI.000 or less. 

Minister Ganley said the 
legislation will better “catch” 
offenders as more than 97 per 
cent of Albertans use registry 
sendees. 

If passed, the government has 
yet to determine when changes 
are made to the current law.

Deceptive dinosaur gets dubbed

lor one University of Alberta 
paleontologist, a major discov¬ 
ery came not from the field 
but from the bark of a shelf 
aE the Royal TyreII Museum. 

In a paper in the journal of 
Vertebrate Paleontology this 


week, PhD candidate Greg Fun- 
sEon describes a new type of 
toothless dinosaur that belongs 
to the very rare caenagnathid 
| cay-nah-nei gh-thid) family. 

“They are bizarre. They 
don't have any teeth, which 
is in and of itself weird for a 
dinosaur. They evolved a lot 
of things similar to birds but 
they're not the ancestors of 
birds,* he said. 

Funs ton’s specimen was 
found in Alberta in 1993 but in¬ 
itially mis identified as a much 
more common dinosaur and so 
was left on a shelf for almost 
20 years before someone real¬ 
ized it was a special find. 

The fossil is by far the most

complete caenagnathid skel¬ 
eton found in Alberta, and the 
first articulated one — mean¬ 
ing the bones were in the same 
position as when the dinosaur 
died — found anywhere in the 
world, so it’s shed light on this 
rare type of dinosaur. 

“It gives us all the propor¬ 
tions and how the bones would 
have fit together." Funs ton 
sa id. “It tells us a lot about 
what they look like: it tells 
us what features are variable 


in the spetimen." 

For his efforts, Funston got 
to name the new species, and 
he's dubbed it Apatoraptor 
pennatns. it means "deceptive 
thief." a nod to its decade-long 
mistaken identity. 

“it's nice for me personally," 
Funs ton says about the chance 
to name a dinosaur. “But I 
think the coolest thing about 
the specimen is just how much 
it tells us about these animals 
because they're really rare."

Group's court challenge on 
affordable housing postponed 


A judge postponed a court chal¬ 
lenge from Haddow residents 
against the City of Edmonton 
on Thursday. 

The Act for Communities 
group is fighting plans to put 
affordable housing on a surplus 
school site in Hadidow Park. 

On Thursday afternoon, a 
Court of Queen's Bench judge 
told the group's lawyer there are 
a number of procedural issues to 
sort out before going forward, 
and ordered that they serve de¬ 
velopers Rohit Communities and 
Landmark Homes. 

The case will not proceed until 
the developers, who were slated 


to start work on the land next 
month, have been notified and 
invited to take part in the case. 

The city has designated 20 
surplus school sites— that were 
initially put aside for schools but 
deemed unnecessary by school 
boards — to the First Place 
Homes Plan, winch puts home- 
buyers into their first homes with 
government assistance. 

'The city moved in 2006 to re- 
zone all the sites at once, with an 
exemption from the province to 
avoid public healings and nezon- 
ings aE each site. 

Act for Communities, led by 
Bany Kossowan, argues residents 


should have been consulted years 
ago. The group has raised thou¬ 
sands of dollars to cover legal 
fees, and is making a case that 
the city is not selling land at fair 
market val ue under provi ndal 
rules and that its housing plan 
violates the Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act. 

Some residents say they do, in 
fact, need a school in the area, 
and that children are being 
bussed outside of the community.

Province pledges $i. 2 B for cancer centre

The government ha s earmarked 
Si .2 billion for the Calgary Can¬ 
cer Centre, a commitment that 
has the Alberta Cancer foun¬ 
dation confident the much- 
anticipated facility will open 
by 2024. 

Tabled Thursday, the prov¬ 
ince's health budget will up 
spending by about three per 


cent for the 2016-17 fiscal year, 
a drop from the six per cent 
spending growth rate that it's 
seen in recent budgets. 

“We want to make sure we're 
moving forward thoughtfully,” 
said Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man. “We know that we need 
to reduce wait times, so if you 
cut access to MRls, CT scans 
and cancer surgeries, it would 
do the opposite.” 

Though the government 
hasn't determined the exact 


cost of the centre. Premier 
Rachel Motley said costs will 
likely remain around SI.3 bil¬ 
lion. 

Myka Osinchuk, CEO of the 
Alberta Cancer Foundation, 
said the SI .2 billion commit¬ 
ment reinforces all the work 
currently being done to plan 
the facility. 

“We Ve seen a number of 
stops and stilts to get this built, 
so to see this funding commit¬ 
ment is fantastic,” she said. 


The government wili roll 
back Alberta Health Services 
administration spending by 
23 million, while increasing 
facility-based patient services 
at AHS sites by 593 million. 

Wildrose Health Critic Drew 
Barnes said the government 
should have cut more money 
from the AHS bureaucracy and 
put that to front lines. 

“This minister needs to 
get more value for Albertans' 
health-care dollars” he said.

But big players in the 
Did Strathcuna community say 
it's too big. 

Is it? We asked ian O'Donnell, 
community liaison for the Infill 
Development Edmonton Assn- 
ciation, to chime in. 

What do you say to those wor¬ 
ried this doesn't fit with the 
character of the neighbour¬ 
hood? 

Eighty-first Avenue is a dif¬ 
ferent character and feel 
than Whyte Ave. — it's prin¬ 
cipally parking lots, lowrise 
walkups and 1960s houses. 
The Mezzo will actually 
bring some of the character 
from Whyte and be a mod¬ 
ern reflection of the nearby 
former Tost Office podium. 

So it’s going to bring charac¬ 
ter to a street that currently 
has very little. 

But this is modern and all the 
other buildings are historic. 
Isn't that bad? 

That, area has great histor¬ 
ic stock, but when you go 


to other cities, when you 
have some modern design, 
very high, even, it tends to 
enhance the unique and his¬ 
toric buildings as they tend 
to stand out even more. 

Do you have an example? 

Probably the best would be 
off Queen St. in Toronto. A 
block north or south, there 
are modern buildings. Does 
it take away from Queen? 

Mot at all. Does it bring 
hundreds of new residents^ 
who shop and create a sense 
of community? Absolutely. 
That's something Whyte has 
always struggled wit h, a tran¬ 
sitory visitor. Whyte Avenue 
is in a state of flux at the mo¬ 
ment and is trying to regain 
an identity. T his would cre¬ 
ate new retail spaces, it has 
affordable housing, and mod¬ 
ern housing options. In that 
area, there's almost no good 
quality housing. If we're go¬ 
ing Eo create a great neigh¬ 
bourhood, you’re going to 
have to create new housing 
and Ehal means an increase 
in height, 

But are we just building 
density ter density's sake 
here? 

1 think this bridges that. It's 
a medium-rise lower. It's 
not trying to be a high rise, 
like further down the Ave 
at the university. This is a 
good scale. Certainly, again, 
the first three to four storeys 
are done exceptionally well 
and that's the critical part, 
and would certainly activate 
and enhance the area. T he 
developer has been very con¬ 
scientious to creating a really 
great podium — townhouses, 
a good-looking tower that 
really doesn't try to replicate 
what Whyte Ave has. I think 
that will help highlight the 
buildings like the Post Office, 
which are great assets,

Edmonton author Adriana 
Davies has published a book 
about Picariello, an entrepreneur 
and criminal kingpin dubbed 
"Albelt a '5 A] Capone" who was 
hanged in Km it Saskatchewan in 
192 2 after a shootout with police. 

Davies said The Rise and Eal! 
of Emilio Picariello ls “a complex 
portrayal of a complex man in 
a complex period in Canadian 
history" 

Picariello was an Indian immi¬ 
grant with successful businesses 
across Canada, selling everything 
from ice cream to cigar's, and be 
got friendly with breweries in B.C. 
when be started collecting and 
returning their bottles. 

Prohibition was repealed ear¬ 
lier in B.C. than Alberta, which 
made smuggling booze across 
the border a perfect crime — 
until 1922. when police set up 
a sting operation in Coleman, 
Alta., with help from competing 
bootleggers. 

“The collusion between the 
police and the bootleggers to 
entrap Picariello was really extra¬ 
ordinary," Davies said. 

Picariello was with his friend 
Florence Las sandro when an 
altercation ensued with Const. 
Stephen Lawson, during which 
Lawson was shot in the back and 
killed. 

Pitariello and Lassandro were 
tried together and both main-

Members of Edmonton’s Metis 
community' say they are thrilled 
after the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada declared T hursday that the 
country's SOO ,000 Metis and non¬ 
status Indians are indeed “In¬ 
dians” under the Constitution. 

“it's really exciting news, and 
J was really surprised at the rul¬ 
ing,” said 'i'iftany Collinge, a local 
Metis architect. 

“J think there's been a really 
positive energy about the accept¬ 


ance of being Metis in general in 
the List six or seven years in my 
experience in this city. It feels 
like an affirmation of what we 
bring to the table." 

Originally launched 17 years 
ago by prominent Metis leader 
Harry Daniels, the landmark 
ruling on the Daniels vs. Canada 
case likely means Metis and non¬ 
status Indians will have access 
to federal funding for services, 
benefits and social programs 
previously only available to Inuit 
and status Indians. 

“Weie taxpayers like everyone 
else and we didn't get a lot of 
those benefits that other aborig L 


inal people have received under 
section 91(24) of the Constinttiou. 
That will be huge," said Audrey 
Poitras. president of the Metis 
Nation of Alberta. 

Poitras said she expects educa¬ 
tion benefits would be accessible, 
as well as child care.

ing could mean access to health- 
related services for her brother, 
and the right to fish ELnd hunt 
without needing a licence.

The Supreme ■Caurt of Canada 
has expanded the responsibility 
of the federal government for 
indigenous peoples in Canada, 
ruling unanimously that Metis 
and non-status Indians fall under 
its constitutional jurisdiction. 

"The constitutional changes, 
the apologies for historic wrongs, 
a growing appreciation that ab¬ 
original and non-aboriginal 
people are partners in Confed¬ 
eration. as well as the Report of 
the Royal Commission on Aborig¬ 
inal Peoples and the Final Report 
of the truth and Reconciliation 
Commission of Canada, ail indi¬ 
cate that reconciliation with all 
of Canada's aboriginal peoples 
is Parliament's goal," Supreme 
Coun justice Rosalie Abell a wrote 
in the unanimous decision deliv¬ 
ered Thursday morning. 

The Supreme Court ruled that 
the roughly 418.000 Metis and 
214,000 non-status Indians — 
or First Nations people without

registered Indian status — should 
be considered "Indians" under 
section 01{24) of the Constitu¬ 
tion Act of 1S67. just as First 
Nations people with registered

The landmark ruling gives 
these groups a starting point for 
negotiating rights, treaties, ser¬ 
vices and benefits with Ottawa, 
ill though it does not provide the 
federal government with direc¬ 
tions on how to proceed.

The Supreme Couit said this

Japan rocked by

Calls reporting 
people buried 
or trapped in

At least two people were killed 
and 45 injured by a mugni- 
tude-6.5 earthquake that 
knocked down houses a nd 
buckled roads in southern 
Japan on Thursday nigbE. 

Both victims are from the 
hardest-hit town of Mashiki, 
about 15 kilometres east of 
Kumamoto city on the island 
of Kyushu, said Kumamoto pre¬ 
fecture disaster management 
official Takayuki Matsushita. 

harlier. Japanese Red Cross 
Kumamoto hospital said it had 
admitted or treated -15 people, 
including five with serious in¬ 
juries. 

The quake struck at 9:26 
p.m. at a depth of 11 kilometres 
near Kumamoto city on the 
island of Kyushu, the Japan 
Meteorological Agency said. 


There was no tsunami risk. 

“The shaking was so violent 
J couldn’t stand still," said Hi- 
ronobu Kosakh a Kumamoto 
Prefectural Police night-duty 
official. 

Japan's Chief Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Yoshihide S-uga said at 
least 19 houses collapsed, and 
hundreds of calls came in re¬ 
porting build¬ 
ing damage and 
people buried 
under debris or 
trapped inside. 

“Because of 
the night dark¬ 
ness, the extent 
of damage is still 
unclear," he said. 

The damage 
and calls for help 
are concentrated in the town 
of Mashiki, about 1,300 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Tokyo, 
Japan's fire and Disaster Man¬ 
agement Agency said 

One of the victims in Ma¬ 
shiki died after being pulled 
from some rubble, and the 
other was killed in a fire. Mat¬ 
sushita said. A third person 


rescued from under a collapsed 
building is in a stale of heart 
and lung failure. 

Matsushita said resale oper¬ 
ations were repeatedly dis¬ 
rupted by aftershocks. 

“There was a ka-boom and 
the whole house shook vio¬ 
lently sideways," Takahiko 
Morita, a Mashiki resident said 
in a telephone 
interview with 
Japanese broad¬ 
caster NHK. 
“Furniture and 
bookshelves fell 
down, and books 
were all over the 
floor.'" 

Morila said 
some houses and 
walls collapsed 
in his neighbourhood, and 
water supply had been cut off 
Dozens of peopl e evacuated 
their homes and gathered out¬ 
side Mashiki town hall, sitting 
on tatps well after midnight.

Italian team off'to help Mosul Dam 


A team of Italian specialists 
arrived Thursday at the site 
of the Mosul Dam as part of 
an emergency campaign to re¬ 
pair Iraq's largest dam before 
it collapses. 

The advance team from the 
Italian engineering firm Trevi 
Group will set up a camp for 
the group of engineers who 


are expected to arrive within 
a few weeks. U.S. and Iraqi of¬ 
ficials have repeatedly warned 
that the dam is in imminent 
danger of collapse. 

The dam’s core problem is 
that it was shoddily built on 
unstable ground: The earth 
underneath it is constantly be¬ 
ing eroded by water. From the 


day it was inaugurated in 1985, 
maintenance crews have had 
to continuously pour cement 
under its foundation. 

Without that constant injec¬ 
tion — known as “grouting” — 
the 113-metre-high dam would 
soon collapse into a hole in the 
ground, causing an unpreced¬ 
ented disaster. The 4S-km-long 


lake behind it would explode 
down the Tigris River valley 
with hundreds of millions of 
cubic metres of water, ram¬ 
ming into Iraq's second-largest 
city. Mosul, currently home to 
more than 700,000 people. It 
would then flood all the way 
down to Baghdad.

A new study says illegal gold is more valuable than cocaine in the 
southern continent. In Colombia and Peru, the industry funds organized 
crime, devastates the environment and exploits women and children.

In Peru and Colombia, the 
world's top producers of co¬ 
caine, illegally mined gold is 
now a more valuable export 
than cocaine, according to a 
new study. 

Organized criminal groups 
have moved into this sector, 
leaving workers vulnerable to 
labour exploitation, human traf¬ 
ficking and sexual offences, the 
study says. 

"It is staggering when you go 
to these illegal mines and you 
see that the government is not 
responding and all the negative 
impacts on the environment 
and on the people.* said livia 
Wagner, who wrote the report 
for the Global Initiative against 
Transnational Organized Crime, 
based in Switzerland. 'T1 legal 
mining funds criminal and ter¬ 
rorist groups, facilitates money 


laundering and corruption ... 
and creates sex trafiicki ng.” 

Illegal miners tend to use 
heavy machinery, but lack legal 
titles and shirk labour and en- 
vironmental standards. Both 
Peru and Colombia also have 
large-scale legal gold mining 
industries, including mines nin 
by companies based in Canada. 

High gold prices from 2000 
to 2010, combined with lower 
profit margins in drug traffick¬ 
ing, created the ideal conditions 
for this boom. Once gold is laun¬ 
dered it becomes indistinguish¬ 
able from legal gold and can be 
easily moved across borders. 

T he study estimates that 2S 
per cent of gold mined in Peru 
is illegal, earning criminals $3.3 
billion a year. In Colombia, it 
estimates BO per cent of gold 
production is illegal, worth be¬ 


tween Si .9 billion and S2.6 bil¬ 
lion a y ear. 

That makes illegal mining 
more lucrative than cocaine 
production. 

“We came up with these 
numbers by looking at how 
much gold miners officially 
register versus how much gold 
is being exported. The discrep¬ 
ancy is the illegally mined gold," 
Wagner said. "‘Gold has no Label 
and doesn't have a provenance." 

Latin America also has a large 
number of traditional, artisan- 
id miners, who work without 
heavy machinery, are not con¬ 
sidered illegal and are gener¬ 
ally not connected to organ¬ 
ized crime. 

Most of Latin American gold 
is sent to refineries in the O.S., 
Switzerland and Canada, 

The investigation also found 


evidence of the sexual abuse 
of children in the illegal min¬ 
ing sector. In Peru, girls are re¬ 
cruited to work in brothels close 
to mining areas in the country's 
southeast. As many as 2.000 sex 
workers, of whom fiO per cent 
are minors, are employed near 
one mining area, the study says. 

Illegal mining can also take a 
devastating toll on the environ¬ 
ment and on human health. A 
common way to extract gold is 
for workers to mix toxic mer¬ 
cury with powdered ore, and 
then burn off the mercury to 
collect the gold. This process, 
which is often done without 
safety equipment, can cause 
permanent health problems. 

The deforestation of the Ama¬ 
zon rain forest is also due, in 
part, to illegal mining, the study 
says. TORSIA* news SERVICE

Clean energy makes power, jobs: Report 


Clean-energy power producers 
in British Columbia say their 
projects have energized the prov¬ 
ince's economy through jobs 
and investment opportunities. 

A report from Clean Energy 
BC finds the association's 160 
members produce 14 percent of 
BC Hydro's energy supply using 
wind, thermal or solar power, 
as well as small hydro facilities 
called mn-of-river operations. 

Clean Energy BC executive 


director haul Kariya says the 
operations are responsible for 
more than $8.6 billion in invest¬ 
ment across the province. 

He says that has helped many 
first Nations communities 
suffering from the collapse in oil 
and other commodity markets. 

In addition to creating sus¬ 
tainable and renewable power, 
the clean energy report finds 
projects linked to the sector 
are responsible for about 16,000 


construction jobs across B.C. 

Future green energy projects 
are expected to create another 
4,500 construction jobs while 
the report says renewable power 
accounts for more than SOD cur¬ 
rent and future operational pos¬ 
itions. 

One dozen First Nations are 
members of the private-sector 
industry association, and the 
study detailed their participa¬ 
tion in sustainable power pro¬ 


jects through revenue sharing, 
employment and training. 

“Over the course of a decade, 
clean power producers have 
forged deep relationships with 
indigenous leaders." Kariya said. 

“(Clean Energy BC has) innov¬ 
ated made-in-B.C. solutions to 
protect ecosystems and breathed 
new life into struggling com¬ 
munities all over the province." 
he said.

Is space junk going to fall on me? 



How d id Japan just lose a 
satellite? Is it going to f aJ I on 
me?— C.L., Toronto 

The Hitomi satellite, an X- 
ray telescope meant to study 
objects like black holes and 
neutron stars, was launched 
in February 2016 by JAXA. the 
Japanese space agency. On 
March 26. something went 
sideways:The 52 SB-million, 
contraption broke up, lost 
contact with JAXA (apart from 
spotty radio signals) and was 


recorded apparently tumbling 
end-over-end across the sky. 

What happened isn't clear, 
hut U.S. military' experts don’t 
think it was a collision with a 
large object. JAXA’s first prior¬ 
ity is re-establishing contact; 
the blame game will follow. 

According to UBC astrophysi¬ 
cist Jaymie Matthews, it will 
likely be years before pieces of 
Hitomi enter our atmosphere, 
they'll be small, and most will 
land in the ocean. There is a 
slim chance it could smash 


into another satellite, but no, 
it's not going to fall on you. 

It's more probable, but ex¬ 
ceedingly unlikely, you'll gel 
hiL by something else from 
space. Tonnes of asteroids, me¬ 
teorites, etc, fall on Earth every 
day, mostly as dust. The exactly 
one confirmed case of a direct 
meteorite hit on a person, in 
1954. resulted in a spectacular 
bruise, not death. 

There's always the chance 
of a civilization-ending impact 
from a massive object, but 


there's no evidence one is im¬ 
minent (NASA's got an eye out) 
and there's no point worrying. 

This brings up one of my fa¬ 
vourite topics in the universe: 
The difference between hazard 
and risk, A hazard can cause 
harm under certain circum¬ 
stances; a risk is the chance 
of harm actually happening.

“Our assignment was to find 
crazy ways of having fiin with 
it, 1 " says Sherman. 

for King Louie's big moment 
the brothers went with a New 
Orleans inspired musical ar¬ 
rangement, complete with scat- 
singing. 

They played the swingin' 
song at a story conference and 
it weis decided the singer should 
be the most swingin' jazz act 
in the country. “When we first 
got an idea for I Wan’na Be Like 
You, we said an ape swings from 
a tree, and he's the king of apes. 
We’d make him ‘the king of the 
swingers.'That's the idea, we'll 
make him a jazz man.'" 

The brothers presented the 
song to Prima who reportedly 
said, “You want to make a mon¬ 
key out of me? You got me!" 

It was a perfect marriage of 
performer to character, so much 
so that Disney animators filmed 
Prima live on a soundstage as 
a guide to animate his move¬ 
ments in the movie.

Not all Jungle 
Book remakes 
were great — 
here’s why

Thanks mainly to Disney, every¬ 
one ls familiar with the tales of 
feral man-cub Mowgli and his 
bushland buddies Baloothe bear 
and Bagheera the panther. But 
since novelist Kudyand Kipling 
first drafted up The Jungle Bonk 
in 1B94, there have been many 
adaptations of the classic novel 
to allure movie audiences. In 
celebration of the newest Mow- 
gli misadventure hitring theatres 
today, we flip open the cover on 
cinema’s many Jungle Books. 

1. The First Film 

Nearly 50 years after publication. 


Hollywood took on Thejungle 
Book to great acclaim. Harm¬ 
ing a quartet of Oscar nods, 
the 1942 live-action adaptation 
mesmerized moviegoers with 
its exotic locales, striking cine¬ 
matography and the real-life 
teenage elephant-driver cast in 
the lead role. 

Filming jungle sequences 
proved challenging in the ‘40s 
however: director Zolbin Korda 
nearly drowned shinning a scene 
with a huge rubber python. 

2 . The Animated Classic 

There's no doubt Disney's 1967 
animation is cinema's most 
prominent adoption of Kipling’s 
creation. Bouncy Baloo singing 
Bare Necessities may be at the 
forefront of most moviegoers' 
memories but the film is also 
famous as Walt Disney's final 
feature after succumbing to 
cancer. Not only a financial tri¬ 
umph, the cartoon influenced 
many later Disney works, Even 
Ratatouille director Brad Bird 
claims it inspired him to become 
a filmmaker. 


3. The Forgotten One 

Disney attempted a live-action 
version of Jungle Book in 1994 
finding modest earnings and re¬ 
views. Directed by Stephen Som¬ 
mers (who later unearthed box- 
office gold with The Mummy 
franchise), the adventure devi¬ 
ated from Disney’s hit anima¬ 
tion — so much in fact that The 
Washington Post reported the 
movie owed less to the “cartoon 
classic than to the now-camp 
adventures of 'larzan.” 


4. The Sequel 

In 2003. Disney stumbled with 
a sequel to their then-36 year 
old hit, Largely panned by clit¬ 
ics, the animated remodeling 
(featuring voice work by John 
Goodman and Haley Joel Qs- 
ment) was originally intended 
for a DVD release — where it 
should've remained. As famed 
critic Roger Ebert wrote, “Dis¬ 
ney can do better, will do bet¬ 
ter, usually does better." And 
Disney certainly has. 


5, The Next Soak 

Jungle Book fans won't have to 
w r ait long for another adapta¬ 
tion. In 20 IB an ambitious new 
version hits theatres starring the 
likes of Benedict Cumberbatch 
and Cate Blandiett. Utilizing the 
motion-capture animation tech¬ 
nique used in blockbusters like 
Lord of the Kings, this thriller 
should at least look impressive. 
After all, actor-director Andy 
Series literally played Gollum 
in that blockbuster franchise.

THE JUNGLE BOOK 

Young actor on 
his career and 
playing ball 
with Bill Murray 

At only four-foot-eleven, bud¬ 
ding movie star Nee] Sethi's 
Feet dangle freely From bis 
perch during an all-day jun¬ 
ket to promote his film. The 
Jungle Book. 

So freely that the chair 
squeaks, and it prompts 
urgent action to keep a re¬ 
porter’s recording from be¬ 
ing spoiled: a duffel bag is 
plopped on top of a wooden 
crate and placed under the 
12-year-old’s feet:. 

The interview can resume. 
Like a pro, Sethi offers up a 
smile for the camera. 

This pre-teen leEtding man 
takes the quirks of helming 
an international publicity 
campaign in stride, eagerly 
listing all the ways he's just 
like his big screen character, 
Mowgli, and dropping anec¬ 
dotes about co-star Bill Mur¬ 
ray and director jon Favreau. 

“I got to meet a lot of 
people," Sethi says matter- 
of-factly of his blockbuster 
turn. 

"Bill Murray, me and Jon 
Favreau flew to Martha’s 
Vineyard on a private jet and 
Jon Tavreau made a brisket 
while me and Bill Murray 
played football.” 

Sethi stars in the live-ac¬ 
tion remake of Disney’s ani¬ 
mated 1967 flint of the same 
name, also based on Rud- 
yard Kipling’s stories about 
an abandoned child raised 
in the jungle by an array of 
wild animals. 

The effects-3aden feature 
is packed with eye-popping 
spectacles — virtually every¬ 
thing, save for Sethi, is com¬ 
puter-generated. 

That includes the fearsome 
tiger She re Khan, voiced by 


Idris Elba: the protective pan¬ 
ther Bagheera, voiced by Ben 
Kingsley; Mowgli’s bear pal 
Baloo, voiced by Murray: 
and the deceitful snake Kaa, 
voiced by Scarlett Johansson. 

When talk turns to his 
on-set exploits, Sethi insists 
the project was more play 
than work, since his jun¬ 
gle-raised character spends 
a good chunk of time run¬ 
ning. jumping, swinging or 
climbing. 

"I trained in parkour like 
two weeks before filming, 
and that really helped me," 
says Sethi, who was chosen 
for the role out of 2,000 
young contenders. 

"They w r onld teach me how 
to land safely and I'd get over 
things quickly, it was a lot of 
fun. And now it looks so cool 
in the movie.” 

Sethi acted against a blue 
screen opposite favreau, or 
puppets from Jim Denson's 
Creature Shop. 

His performances were 
then digitally assembled 
alongside the computer- 
generated creatures — more 
than 70 species in all — and 
matched up with a meticu¬ 
lously detEiiled digital jungle 
backdrop. 

As for channelling the 
character of the 10-year-old 
Mowgli. it wasn't a big deal, 
says Sethi. 

"We're so similar. 1 don’t 
really need to turn into Mow¬ 
gli because we're already the 
same,” be says. 

"We’re both stubborn, 
energetic and adventurous.” 

And he's ready for another 
close-up. as long as he can 
also pursue a few other pas¬ 
sions. 

"1 definitely want to do 
more of this,” says Sethi, 
whose parents are both den¬ 
tists. 

"It's a lot of fun but also 
I want to be a dentist and a 
basketball player, a footbEtll 
player and a baseball player.”

Quebec wunderkind director 
Xavier Do kin will be competing 
at the Cannes. Film festival once 
again, this time with It’s Only 
the End of the World. 

The story of a dying auth¬ 
or. starring Marion Cotillard 
and Lea Seydoux, marks the 
second time Dolan hits had a 
him running for the Palme d’Or 
top prize. 

The 27-year-old has a storied 
history with the prestigious fes¬ 
tival in France, last year he was 
a jury member, in 20 Id his film 
Mommy shared the jury prize, 
and in 2009 his first feature 
film I Killed My Mother won 
several awards. 

-Sean Penn’s The Last Face, 
about aid workers in Africa, will 
also compete at festival — along 
with movies about interracial 
marriage in 1950s America, ill¬ 
ness and poverty in working 
class Britain. and cannibal fash¬ 
ion models in LA- 

The T9 selected films come 
from 2& countries, including 
Inin. Brazil, Egypt, Israel and 
South Korea. 

Twenty of them are in the 
running for the Palme d'Or, the 
top prize at the French Riviera 
festival, held under heightened 
security this year after recent 
deadly Islamic extremist attacks 
on France and Belgium. 

Organizers hope that the 
three women directors that fig¬ 
ure among the 20 top-tier entries 
will satisfy critics who say that 


female talent is overlooked at 
the festival. 

This year, top stars expected 
to grace the famed red carpet at 
the May 11-22 festival include 
Cotillard, Shia LaBeouf. Jesse 
Eisenbeig, Kristen Stewart, Char- 
lize 1 heron, Julia Roberts, Jodie 
Foster and George Clooney, and 
this edition will see the return 
of old Cannes favourites such 
as directors Pedro Almodovar, 
Ken Loach, Jim Jarmusch and 
the Dardenne brothers. 

Penn's latest directorial effort, 
with Theron and Javier Bardem, 
is likely to get top attention, 
alongside the festival’s wackiest 
entry, the Danish horror film 
The Neon Demon by Nicolas 
Winding Re fn about beauty- 


obsessed flesh-eating mfidels. 

Others include Loving by 
American director Jeff Nichols , 
about a black-white couple in 
the U,.S>. in the 1950s. and British 
director Loach's I, Daniel Blake, 
about a working-class man in 
northern England struggling 
with poverty and injury. 

Festival Director Thierry Fre- 
maux joked that Loach had back¬ 
tracked on bis announcement 
that the 2014 film “Jimmy’s 
Hall” would be his last. Fremaux 
called the British director's 2016 
entry his “final, final mo vie." 

Spanis h di rector Amrxtovar's 
julieta is also competing. 

American auteur Jarmusch 
returns to the Rivera with Pater¬ 
son — a yam about a bus driver 


and a poet set in New Jersey, ft 
stars Adam Driver, who’s mov¬ 
ing back to a smaller film after 
his breakout role as Kylo Ren 
in the blockbuster The Force 
Awakens. 


Basic Instinct director Paul 
Verboeven features among the 
lineup with his first French-lan¬ 
guage film File, a psychological

Q NO CLOSER 


For the first time at 
Cannes there will be no 
closing film, instead, the 
festival will re screen the 
winning film, as an experi¬ 
ment, according to Fre- 
maux. 

Adding to the intrigue, in 
a mysterious reference to the 
Panama Papers offshore inves¬ 
tigations, Fremaux said there 
also might be a late entry from 
Panama, “for those who fol¬ 
low current affairs," without 
elaborating. 

Festival president Pierre 
Lescure said there are 500 se¬ 
curity personnel assigned to 
the festival and they’re work¬ 
ing with national security au¬ 
thorities. 

“The maximum has been 
done" to strike the balance be¬ 
tween security and “ensuring 
that the festival remains a place 
of freedom.” Lescure said. 

This year’s festival has a 
markedly American flavour, 
and opens with Woody Allen’s 
1930s Hollywood film Cafe 
Society, starring Stewart and 
Eisenberg.

five years ago, if you'd told 
Toronto expat Daniel fried- 
man he would be running 
an LGBTQ clothier profiled 
in a Lena Dunham-produced 
documentary, he says he'd 
find it easier to believe he 
would win a billion dollars 
or become an astronaut. 

“It was not even a fetus in 
my brain/ the bespoke tailor 
behind Brooklyn's Bindle Sr 
Keep, subject of the Hot Docs 
feature Suited, says. 

Yet the proprietor of the 
bespoke clothier has special¬ 
ized in suiting for gender 
nonconformists since 2012. 

The heterosexual, en¬ 
gender 37-year-old took up 
tailoring after his “brain 
broke": a lead-poisoning ac¬ 
cident in grad school left him 
unable to read, ending his 
hope of becoming an archi¬ 
tect. 

He opened Bindle & Keep 
in 2011, but it wasn't until 
he made a suit for Kae 'lutera 
that the business took on 
its unique focus. Tutera 
found the experience so em¬ 
powering, they asked fried- 
man to apprentice them 
(Tutera uses the pronoun 
“they 1 * rather than “he" or 
“she"). 

Word-of-mouth built until 
Bindle & Keep found itself 
a beacon for trans fashion. 
“When you have a suit com¬ 
pany and people say, ‘Can 
you put an androgynous suit 
on my relatively curvaceous, 
anatomically female body? 
and T want a completely 
gender-blind suit/ when 


you're in a start-up the only 
answer is yes, 1 " he says. “You 
just say yes, yes. yes because 
you can't afford to say no/ 
following a profile In the 
New York Times, Friedman 
says he received 300 emails 
thanking him for his work. 
The article also inspired dir¬ 
ector Jason Benjamin, a boom 
operator on Girls. 


Though he had no previous 
ties to the trans community, 
Benjamin found the idea of 
a client seeing themselves in 
a new way for the first time 
inherently dramatic. 

“It felt like a great way 
into a description of gender 
identity/ he says. 

He forwarded the article to 
Dun ham and her producing

"Catnip for fashionistas’ screening at Tribeca Film Festival 


The 15th annual Tribeca film 
Festival kicked off fashionably 
with the premiere -of Andrew 
Rossi's The First Monday in May, 
a behind-the-scenes documen¬ 
tary about the mounting of an 
ambitious fashion exhibit at 
the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and the museum's annual 
star-studded Met Gala. 

The film is an intimate 
and lively look at the high¬ 
est aspirations of fashion, re¬ 
vealing everything from Anna 
W intour fretting over seat as¬ 
signments (Where to put Anne 


Hathaway?) to Rihamra's eye¬ 
popping budget for performing 
at the ball. 

The opening night, held 
Wednesday at the festival's 
customary Westside outpost 
at the Borough of Manhattan 
Community College, drew an 
especially well-heeled crowd 
eager for a documentary anti¬ 
dote to T he Devil Wears Prada, 
Among the fashion luminaries 
in attendance were Wintour, 
Vogue's Grace Coddington and 
designer Zac Bosen. 

Rossi, a filmmaker who has 


profiled other New York institu¬ 
tions including I he New York 
Times (Page One) and Le Cirque 
restaurant, said Tribeca was a 
fitting place to unveil T he First 
Monday in May. 

“The Metropolitan Museum 
and Vogue are tremendous 
powerhouses in the creative 
life of New York City, certainly 
occupying more of the uptown 
world/ Kossi said. "So Tribeca, 
which is a festival founded to 
celebrate the aits in New York, 
for them to embrace the film 
and present it as opening night 


is a great honour.'" 

This year's Tribeca bows amid 
a controversy. When Tribeca 
programmed a screening of an 
anti-vaccination documentary, 
Vaxxed, by the discredited Brit¬ 
ish doctor Andrew Wakefield, 
it prompted an uproar from 
science researchers and film¬ 
makers. 

Festival co-founder Robeit 
De Niro, who has an IS-year-old 
son with autism, said includ¬ 
ing the film was his decision. 
The festival quickly retracted 
Vaxxed from its program, but 


on Wednesday De Nino said he 
partially regrets that decision. 

“1 think the movie is some¬ 
thing that people should see/ 
he told the Today show in an 
unusually passionate interview. 

De Niro expressed bitter dis¬ 
appointment in film makers 
who threatened to pull out from 
the festival over the film, and he 
promised to find out who had. 

Considerable scientific re¬ 
search has found no connec¬ 
tion between vaccinations and 
autism, and the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 


has emphatically stated that 
“vaccines do not cause autism.” 
But De Niro insisted on Today: 
“There’s something there that 
people aren’t addressing/ 

The ordeal has threatened 
to overshadow one of Tribeca's 
more ambitious editions. Over 
the next 12 days, the festival 
has some 100 films to unveil, 
a robust multimedia program 
including numerous virtual real¬ 
ity exhibits, a host of television 
show premieres and numerous 
staged celebrity conversations.

Victoria and 
Albert Museum 
gives us a peek 
at underwear 

Think of it as Victoria's (and 
Albert’s] secret. London's Vic¬ 
toria and Albeit Museum has 
peeled back fashion's layers to 
expose everything from long 
Johns to lingerie in Undressed. 
an exhibition tracing the hid¬ 
den history of underwear. 

It’s a story about covering 
up. and also about showing 
off. For centuries, people have 
worn undergarments for prac¬ 
tical reasons of protection, hy¬ 
giene and comfort — but there 
has always been an element of 
sexuality and drama as well. 

“Something we wanted to 
correct in the exhibition is 
the assumption that all his¬ 
torical underwear is plain 
researcher Susanna Cordner 
said Wednesday. 

She said early underwear 
involved a simple cotton or 
unen garment next to the skin, 
“but then you would get little 
fashion flairs. 41

I he show r , which features 
more than 200 items made 
between 1750 and the present 
day, is dominated by women's

crystal-studded lira and thong.

were considered underwear 
because they were worn next 
to the skin. 

Curators of the show have 
emphasized the contribution 
of female designers and in¬ 
novators such as Roxey Ann 
Caplin, whose 41 health corset 41 

— designed to shape the body 
without crushing the organs 

— won a medal at the Great 
Exhibition of 1851. 

Looking at the riot of cor¬ 
se try, it's hard not to think 
“Hurray for the bra. 1 ' The exhib¬ 
ition traces the history of bras¬ 
sieres, from their development 
as “bust supporters" in the 
1860s through their wide adop¬ 
tion in the early 20th century 


to the introduction of Lycra in 
the late 1950s. 

Edwinu Ehrman, the exhib¬ 
ition’s curator, said Lycra was 
“a fabulous breakthrough” — 
and a reminder that the evolu¬ 
tion of underwear is a story of 
technology as well as creativity. 

The exhibition reveals that 
the line between underwear 
and outerwear has long been 
blurred. Ehrman said people 
have been revealing their 
undergarments since at least 
the 16th century. 

“Fas t young women in the 
early 1800s would show the 
hills around their long under¬ 
pants w r hen they sat down,' 1 
she said. But we've carried it 
to extremes today. 41 

Many of those extremes have 
been seen on fashion catwalks, 
and the exhibition's glass cases 
are fill I of wild and wonderful 
underwear-inspired designs: a 
sheer lizu Bruce slip dress fam¬ 
ously worn by Kate Moss in the 
1990s; a wispy lavender chiffon 
and lace gown by Elbe Saab; an 
extravagant gold-corseted Alex¬ 
ander McQueen gown. 

French lingerie designerFifi 
Chnchnil — whose signature 
Baby loo play suit is on display 
in the exhibition — thinks we 
will always want to show off 
our skivvies. 

“1 don’t like to make a bra 
that will not be seen, 14 she said. 

“1 think life is a stage, and 
every woman is playing a part." 

The exhibition runs from 
April 1 to March 12, 2017.

Belmont bills 
itself as New 
York’s ‘real’ 
Little Italy 

A vis it to Arthur Avenue in the 
Bronx means one thing: Ital¬ 
ian Food. 

Fresh mozzarella, handmade 
pasta and hero sandwiches load¬ 
ed with ham. tomatoes, pep¬ 
pers and cheese — it’s all here 
in the delis, restaurants, shops, 
cafes and bakeries along Arthur 
Avenue and Hast lS7th Street. 

Some of the best-known 
places include lino's Deli. Ma- 
donia Brothers Bakery and an 
okkchool, Fumily-style restaurant 
called Dominick's. But there are 
many other places to sample the 
neighbourhood’s bounty. 

Stop in at the Delillo Pastir- 
ceria cafe, where display shelves 
overflow with cookies and pas¬ 
tries, for a sublime cappuccino 
and canno] i. Checkout BnrgattLS 
pasta store, where you can watch 
egg noodies being made on the 
spot. Borgatti’s take-home spe¬ 
cialties include fettucine made 
from squid ink and ravioli. 

A must on any trip to the 
neighbourhood is the Arthur 
Avenue Retail Market. 

This indoor venue is home to 
a shop where cigars are rolled by 
hand, a produce market, a 'l^hirt 
souvenir store, and Mike's Deli, a 
favourite stop among politicians 
and celebrities. 

In early April, Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich was photographed stuff¬ 
ing his face at Mike s. tearing into 
sandwiches and several helpings 
of spaghetti while stumping for 
votes in the New York Republican 
presidential primary. 

A scrapbook on display at 
the del: shows photos of other 
famous visitors — including Rob¬ 
ert DeNiro—chowing down and 
posing with enormous hunks of 
cheese and whole salamis. 

David Greco, whose father 
founded Mike’s Deli, recom¬ 
mends the Michelangelo hero, 
with prosciutto and heavenly 
fresh mozzarella, as one of the 
best things on the menu. 

Arthur Avenue is located in 
the Belmont section of the Bronx, 
Belmont bills itself as the “real” 
Little Italy, contending that it is 
a more vibrant community than 
Manhattan's Little Italy, which 
has shrunk in recent decades 
to just a few blocks. 

But while the Italian flavour of 
Belmont's culture and retailers 
remains strong, the population 
of Italian-American families has 
declined over the decades. Ihe 
local mix now includes Latinos. 


Albanians and students from 
nearby Lord ham University. Yet 
you can still find old women chat¬ 
ting away in Italian in the back 
row of Our Lady of Mount Quine! 
Church, surrounded by marble 
columns, stained glass windows 
and statues of the Madonna. 


And while it's not unusual 
to f! nd foodies and tourists on 
Arthur Avenue, there's a certain 
type of shopper that Greco likes 
the best. 

“My favourite customers,” 
he says, “are the grandmas.”

And nowhere is change more 
evident than in Edmonton. 

Shortly after players and 
coaches sipped champagne 
from the Grey Cup, head coach 
Chris Jones left to become the 
head coach/GM of the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Koughriders. Edmonton 
GM Ed Hervey hired Jason Maas 
— a former Eskimos quarter¬ 
back and the Redblacks' offen¬ 
sive co-ordinator — as Jones' 
replacement. 

But Reilly feels the addition 
of Maas will help Edmonton 
maintain its edge in defending 
its title. 

“With our coaching staff, 
they were not part of that Grey 
Cup championship team,* he 
said. “They're going to have no 
problem being motivated and 
keepi ng us players motivated 
to try and go out and win an¬ 
other championship. 

“What he (Maas) brings to 


the table offensively, 1 just 
think we're going to be a very 
explosive offence. I'm very ex¬ 
cited for that opportunity to 
play for him." 

The six-foot-three, 
230-pound Reilly began his 
CEL career in 2010 with the 
B.C. Lions and was dealt to Ed¬ 
monton in January 2013 for the 


Eskimos' second-round picks 
in the T3 and '14 CEL drafts. 

Reilly's 2015 season began 
inauspiciously as he suffered 
a knee injury in the club's sea¬ 
son-opening loss to Toronto in 
tort McMurray. 

The native of Kennewick, 
Wash., returned to Edmon¬ 
ton's lineup in time for its 16-7 


labour Day loss to Calgary. 
After becoming the starter 
again, Reilly led the Eskimos 
on a 10-game win streak to end 
the season, with the 31-year- 
old capping it all off by being 
named the Grey Cup MVP upon 
completing 2l-of-35 passes for 
269 yards and twoTDs. 
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The Tennessee Titans have 
traded the No. 1 overall selec¬ 
tion in this month's NEL draft 
to the Los Angeles Rams for a 
collection of picks in one of the 
biggest deals in league history. 

In a deal agreed to Wed¬ 
nesday night and announced 
Thursday, Tennessee swaps 
the top pick to the Rams along 
with its choices in the fourth 
and sixth rounds. Ihe Rams 
will give the Titans their first- 
round pick (No. 15 overall! 
along with two second-round 
selections and their third- 
round pick in the draft start¬ 
ing April 2B. The Titans also 
will receive the Rams’ fir st¬ 
and third-round round picks 
in the 2017 draft. 

With the trade, the Rams 
now have the ability to draft 
the quarterback of their choice 
and make a splash as they re¬ 
turn to Los Angeles after leav¬ 
ing it. Louis this year. Carson 
Wentz of North Dakota State 
and Jared Goff of California 
are considered the top QT3 
prospects. 

“Our philosophy has al¬ 
ways been to build through 
the draft," Rams general man¬ 
ager Les Snead said in a state¬ 
ment. "This trade is a reflection 
of that goal and Mr. Kroenke's 
dedication to assembling a win¬ 
ning team on the field. We ap- 
predate his commitment as 
we continue to improve our 
roster and lay the foundation 
for our future through this 
year's draft*
